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New budget is $68.2 million 


The UVic Board of Governors approved 
a university operating budget of $68.2 
million^ a $3.6 million increase over last 
year, at its Sept. 15 meeting. 

Out of the $3.6 million increase, over 
$3 million is from the provincial Excel¬ 
lence in Education fund and already ear¬ 
marked for specific purposes. The 
balance of the increase comes from tui¬ 
tion fee increases. 

The Board decided to hold firm to ten¬ 
tative fee increases set last spring, at the 
meeting. Fees have increased f)cr tuition 
unit from $86 to $90, bringing the aver¬ 
age increase for a full-time student to 
$60.00 this year. 

The fee hike was set when the univer¬ 
sity had expected a 1.8 per cent drop in 
enrolment this fall, and was intended to 
generate an additional $308,000 in 
revenue. 

“The fact that it (the enrolment 
decline) has not materialized means 
that we’re about $200,000 better off than 
expected,” said Vice-President 
(Finance) Bob McQueen. 

The ongoing provincial operating 


grant provides $54.2 million of the 
budget revenue, with the rest of the 
revenues coming from tuition fees. 

McQueen noted that whereas student 
fees made up 10 per cent of the base 
budget 10 years ago, they now make up 
about 17 per cent. 

The tuition fee increase was opposed 
by student governor Ron Dickson dur¬ 
ing the budget debate. 

Dickson said the decision to raise fees 
was made in anticipation of declining 
enrolments and the need for higher 
faculty salaries. Since enrolments didn’t 
decline and salary increase came 
through a special government grant, the 
fees should not be raised, he said. 

He argued in favor of universal access 
to higher education. “It should not be 
that only those who can afford it should 
be able to go.” 

The Board took it under advisement to 
debate the philosophy of education at a 
future date. 

Governor John Bruk said that “the 
health of the present economic situation 
shows that we must all take less and 


contribute more. No one should subsid¬ 
ize anyone else.” 

Student governor Roy Kahle said he 
was not opposed to the budget, but had 
difficulty accepting fee increases. How¬ 
ever, he said he felt the university could 
not refund fees paid by students since 
the increases went into effect last May. 

Out of the increased funding from the 
government, $400,()()0 was for mechani¬ 
cal engineering and $800,000 goes to 
cover non-wage inflation and insurance 
costs. A major component of the infla¬ 
tion costs occur in the McPherson 
Library, where the university is going to 
put an extra $200,000 for book and peri¬ 
odical acquisitions, plus $80,000 for 
engineering. 

The budget provides for 15 additional 
faculty and staff positions, 12 related to 
the Faculty of Engineering. “So, essen¬ 
tially, we’ve added only three faculty 
positions. This doesn’t compare with the 
cuts of the last several years, but it’s an 
attempt to turn the situation around,” 
McQueen said. 

The combined effect ofadding three 


new faculty positions plus some other 
re-allocations will result in strengthen¬ 
ing resources in Pacific and Oriental 
Studies, French language instruction. 
Computer Science, Health Information 
Science, Co-operative Education, and 
computing facilities and related staff 
support. 

McQueen noted that the amount allo¬ 
cated in the base budget this year for 
student awards, including scholarships, 
bursaries and fellowships, has been 
increased by $86,000 to a total of $1,778, 
000 . 

During a discussion of student aid, 
UVic President Dr. Howard Petch said 
he is keeping in close touch with Finan¬ 
cial Aid manager Nels Granewall and is 
“predisposed” to add to the student aid 
fund if the situation requires. 

UVic staff nominee on the Board, Lili- 
ane Morgan, pointed out that a report to 
the Board from Granewall, outling the 
financial aid assistance available to stu¬ 
dents, did not mention funds raised by 
UVic staff to help students. 


Mickelson named advisor 
on women’s academic affairs 


Dr. Norma Mickelson of the Department 
of Communication and Social Founda¬ 
tions in the Faculty of Education, and 
former Dean of the Faculty, has been 
appointed advisor on Women’s Aca¬ 
demic Affairs at UVic. 

The appointment, for the 1986-87 aca¬ 
demic year, was announced this week by 
Professor Murray Fraser, Vice- 
President Academic. It results from the 
recommendations of an advisory com¬ 
mittee established last year by Fraser to 
look at a range of issues affecting 
women academics at UVic. 

Several other Canadian universities, 
notably Queen’s, Waterloo, Western 
Ontario, York, Dalhousie and Alberta, 
have carried out studies of employment 
equity within their institutions and as a 
result have introduced or recommended 
changes in policies affecting recruit¬ 
ment, appointment, leave arrange¬ 
ments, and part-time options. 

Mickelson will review these initiatives 
and other factors influencing career

patterns among women academics and 
make recommenations appropriate to 
the situation at UVic. 

She will be working with an advisory 
committee chaired by Dean Sam Scully, 
and including Professors Marilyn Calla¬ 
han (Social Work), Fred Fischer (Chem¬ 
istry), Maureen Maloney (Law), and 
Dean Brian Wharf (Human and Social 
Development).

The $200,000 earmarked for the McPher¬ 
son Library in this year’s budget (see 
budget story) is “very welcome” and will 
enable the library not to fall further 
behind in its acquisitions, says head 
librarian' Dean Halliwell. 

“However, it’s not so much as we had 
hoped for. We won’t be able to add any 
new subscriptions or get back to buying 
at the same rate as we did five or six 
years ago. The money will enable us to 
keep to a holding pattern only,” he 
states. 

The amount Halliwell had requested 
for the library, to restore a healthy 
acquisition rate, was $367,000 for books 
and subscriptions and other materials. 

“We’re not going to do much catching 
up this year in the main library or the 
law library. But, we’re thankful for 
small mercies,” he says.

The Medicine in Motion conference, 
hosted by UVic University Health Servi¬ 
ces, is open to lay members of the univer¬ 
sity and downtown community, as well 
as practitioners in all health fields. It is 
the 50th annual meeting of the Pacific 
Coast College Health Association. 

Medicine in Motion will offer lectures, 
demonstrations, workshops and round 
table discussions on topics including 

• Medicine in Space—a discussion of 
the unique biomedical problems encoun¬ 
tered in space flight and the patho- 
psychological adaptions required for 
future space travel. The lecture will be 
given by astronaut Roberta Bondar, 
M.D., of the National Research Council 
of Canada. 

• The Future of Socialized Medicine—a 
look at the errors and positive aspects of 
socialized medicine in Canada, pres¬ 
ented by Peter Banks, M.D. 

• AIDS: The Epidemic of the 80s—a lec¬ 
ture and slide presentation by Martha 
Rogers, M.D., of the Disease Control 
Centre in Atlanta, Georgia.

Librarian will 



Helen Rodney, head of the reference div¬ 
ision of the McPherson Library since 
1966, died in hospital in Victoria in late 
July, following a lengthy illness. 

She was held in high esteem by those 
who knew and worked with her at UVic, 
many of whom attended funeral services 
for her July 31. 
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be sadly missed 

The eulogy at the service was deli¬ 
vered by head librarian Dean Halliwell, 
who met Helen Rodney in 1962 in 
Ottawa, shortly before she moved with 
her husband Dr. Bill Rodney and two 
children from that city to Victoria. 

She joined the staff of Victoria College 
Library in late 1962 as a reference librar¬ 
ian, and three years later was appointed 
to the position of head of the division. 

‘‘The respect in which she was held by 
her colleagues across the country was 
perhaps best evidenced when, in 1974, 
she was elected president of the Cana¬ 
dian Association of College and Univer¬ 
sity Libraries, the first individual to 
hold that position who was not also the 
head of a university library,” said 
Halliwell. 

“She was warm-hearted, intelligent, 
loyal, and effective in her wide range of 
endeavors. 

“Many of the accolades which the 
UVic library receives for its service are 
directly attributable to Helen,” Halli¬ 
well said. 

Rodney took an Honors degree in Eng¬ 
lish at the University of Alberta, and in 
librarianship at Toronto, an^ in 1979 
took an advanced degree in librarian- 
ship at the University of London. 

At UVic, she served on a wide variety 
of committees including the Senate com¬ 
mittee on academic planning, and 
within the broader community she was 
on the board of the Community Arts 
Council, and was an active member of 
the Humanities Association of Canada, 
the Canadian Institute of International 
Affairs, and the Association for Cana¬ 
dian Studies. 

A memorial fund in Rodney’s honor, 
the details to be announced, is being 
planned. Donations sent to the fund, 
care of Dean Halliwell, are welcome.

Ave. in Victoria, are also welcomed by 
her family. 



The stress factor in children’s sport has 
been recognized as a significant prob¬ 
lem in recent years. Dr. Bruce Howe of 
the University of Victoria’s School of 
Physical Education will address the 
issue in a free evening session on Oct. 14, 
at 7:30 p.m., in Rm. A180 of University 
Centre. 

The seminar is designed to help par¬ 
ents, coaches and other interested adults 
recognize the factors that reduce a 
child’s enjoyment of sports such as 
emphasis on winning, parental pres¬ 
sure, peer pressure and the behavior of 
some coaches. 

In addition, techniques for reducing 
stress levels in young athletes by chang¬ 
ing the behavior of adults in positions of 
power will be presented, along with 
ways to help children to learn to control 
their own stress reactions. 

“The high rate of dropouts from kids’ 
sports shows that this is a fairly large 
problem,” Dr. Howe comments. 

“People are more aware today than 
they were three or four years ago about 
the issue, and new programs for coaches 
now deal with it. Young people are often 
involved in sports for the social interac¬ 
tion; coaches and parents frequently 
miss this. 


“The session is for adults, and an 
important aspect of it is to help suggest 
how they can help the kids understand— 
and deal with—the causes of stress in 
athletics.” 

The seminar will actively involve par- 
ticipants*in the process by encouraging 
discussion of personal experiences and 
provide opportunities for co-operative 
problem-solving.

McAuley is Dean of Graduate Studies

Dr. Alexander McAuley of the UVic 
Chemistry Department has been 
appointed the new Dean of Graduate 
Studies at UVic. McAuley’s appoint¬ 
ment was approved by the UVic Board 
of Governors September 15, following an 
87 per cent ratification vote by the 
members of the university’s Faculty of 
Graduate Studies. 

McAuley is the first Dean of Graduate 
Studies to hold the position by vote since 
an organizational change was 
announced last year dividing the Gradu¬ 
ate Studies office from the Office of 
Research and Administration. 

The organizational change was made 
to allow emphasis to be placed upon the 
development of Graduate Studies at 
UVic, without the additional responsi¬ 
bility now carried by Research and 
Admini^ation of working with external 


granting agencies. 

McAuley’s appointment marks the 
university’s intention to promote aca¬ 
demic excellence in Graduate Studies, 
and to search for areas of potential 
growth and expansion in this area. 

The new dean was recommended for 
the position by a search committee, 
chaired by vice-president Murray 
Fraser, which was struck last spring. 
The committee asked for nominations, 
and interviewed a short list of candi¬ 
dates before putting their selected candi¬ 
date before the faculty for a vote. To be 
elected, McAuley was required to receive 
60 per cent ratification. 

McAuley has a distinguished research 
and teaching career in the field of funda¬ 
mental inquiries into the structure and 
reactions of inorganic compounds, and a 
record of service to the university. 


He holds a Ph.D. and D.Sc. both in 
Chemistry, from the University of Glas¬ 
gow in Scotland, and memberships and 
offices in many learned and profes¬ 
sional societies. He is a fellow of the 
Chemical Institute of Canada and 
member of the Canadian Institute of 
Chemistry, and has been chairman of 
the inorganic division of the Chemical 
Institute of Canada and president of the 
Canadian Association for Co-operative 
Education. 

From 1979 to 1984, McAuley was 
chairman of the UVic Chemistry Depart¬ 
ment, and was one of the original sup¬ 
porters and organizers of the 
Co-operative Education program on this 
campus. He was a co-ordinator of co¬ 
operative education at UVic in 1977-78, 
and director of the UVic progam in 1978- 
79. 

McAuley has received an extensive 
number of Natural Sciences and Engi¬ 
neering Council research grants, and 
has over 100 published articles to his 
credit. 

He is a member of the UVic Board of 
Governors, and has held several admi¬ 
nistrative posts at UVic. 

In recent years, he has been a member 
and Chairman of the Chemistry grant 
selection committee of NSERC, and acts 
as a referee for many international 
journals. 

In his new post, which he will hold 
initially half-time while he continues 
with his teaching and graduate supervi¬ 
sory responsibilities, McAuley says he 
will be seeking a larger funding base for 
Graduate Studies, through fellowships 
and scholarships. 

“We want to raise the level of graduate 
support so that we are competitive with 
othbr universities, and will be as attrac¬ 
tive as other places in Canada for top 
graduate students,” says the Dean. 


Student helpers 
for hire 

Students interested in working part- 
time and helping other students with 
physical handicaps or language prob¬ 
lems are wanted by UVic Counselling 
Services. 

Through the provincial Students Aid¬ 
ing Students program, announced 
recently by the provincial government, 
work study money will be made availa¬ 
ble to students who are selected by other 
students with handicaps to assist them 
in their studies. 

Counselling Services is making up 
lists of both students who want to work 
as helpers, and students who require 
assistance, says counsellor Joe Parson. 

Students who want to work as helpers 
need not qualify for financial aid under 
the usual requirements for work study. 
The jobs they may be hired for would 
include such activities as reading to 
blind students or assisting students in 
wheelchairs. Parsons explains. 

Parsons now has a folder of about 
seven or eight potentiad helpers, and 
three students seeking assistance. 

“We would like to make sure that stu¬ 
dents know about this program. If they 
want to find out about work study, they 
should see Financial Aid Services. But, 
if they already know about work study, 
and want to sign up to be a helper, they 
should see me in Counselling.” 

Parsons shows students seeking 
assistance the list of helpers’ names, 
and suggests they choose their own 
assistant. 

“I show them the list of helpers’ 
names, and they can call them up them¬ 
selves and find someone appropriate. 
The student then hires the other student. 
I don’t try to match them myself.” 

Pay for students employed under the 
Students Aiding Students program is 
$6.00 per hour. 


New findings on cancer in geographical study

Just as the number of deaths due to 
earthquakes can be limited by preven¬ 
tive planning, similar disaster analysis 
can reduce cancer mortality. 

This is the hypothesis of a new study 
by Dr. Harry Foster, professor of geo¬ 
graphy at UVic, titled “Reducing 
Cancer Mortality: A Geographical Pers¬ 
pective”. In his third book on disaster 
planning, Foster concludes, that trace 
and bulk mineral elements are a signifi¬ 
cant factor in cancer prevention. 

Foster’s conclusions, based on his ten¬ 
tative model of human cancer, suggest 
that carcinogens, or cancer-causing 
agents, are most damaging when there 
is an imbalance of trace or bulk mineral 
elements in a geographical region. 

In the Victoria region, for example, 
where breast cancer incidence is high, 
he thinks that the low selenium and cal¬ 
cium levels are probably a factor, and he 
recommends medical control studies on 
the impact of diet supplements in reduc¬ 
ing breast cancer mortalities. 

“The part of the body in which cancer 
first occurs seems to reflect which of the 
trace or bulk elements are involved,” 
Foster writes. 

He also suggests that “the elderly may 
be most prone to cancer because of the 
accumulation of ‘age’ elements in their 
tissues, such as barium, arsenic and 
aluminum.” 

In his overall conclusions, Foster 
recommends some specific steps should 
be taken immediately. He suggests that 
a reduction of cancer mortality could be 
expected if: 


• a moratorium were declared on the use 
of road salt for de-icing purposes; 

• selenium were added to animal feed; 

• drinking water standards were 
revised in light of these findings; 

• mercury levels were even more rigor¬ 
ously controlled than at present. 

Foster is against use of road salt 
which, he suspects, contains carcino¬ 
gens added for anit-caking purposes. 
Since it also contains sodium, this 
creates a major bulk element imbalance, 
and a very dangerous combination. 

Foster’s study is based on data from 
the U.S. National Cancer Institute, 
which has an established figure of 4.6 
million deaths between 1950-67 as a 
result of 65 different types of cancers. 

Using methods of analysis called 
Pearson Correlation Coefficients and 
Stepwise Multiple Regression, Foster 
searched for significant correlations 
among geographical distributions of 
specific cancers. 

While cancer is known as the second 
leading cause of death in the U.S., Foster 
says it does not strike at random. He 
says The Atlas of Cancer Mortality 
for U.S. Counties: 1950-69 reveals 
significant differences in the geographic 
patterns of death due to cancer. 

He says his research demonstrated 
there are “companion groups” of 
cancers. These include breast and ovary 
cancer, which are found together; and 
esophagus-large intestine-bladder 
cancers. Companion cancers occur in 
common spatial patterns. This might be 


expected to indicate such cancers have a 
common cause. 

He says he found negative correla¬ 
tions also. Some cancers occur at high 
frequency in areas where the rate of 
another type of cancer is always low. For 
example, melanoma, the deadly skin 
cancer, and breast cancer rarely have 
high incidence levels in the same region. 
A third set of relationships exist, he 
says, where there are some cancers 
which do not correlate with any other 
cancers, negatively or positively, but 
occur “like a law unto themselves”. 

Foster did additional global research 
which indicates these relationships hold 
true on a world-wide level. 

Correlations can never prove cause, 
Foster explains, but they suggest strong 
linkages, which can be further investi¬ 
gated. He also acknowledges that the 
causes of cancer are extremely complex, 
probably multi-factorial, involving 
genetic, environmental, cultural and 
occupational variables, acting over a 
prolonged period of time. 

Despite this, Foster maintains that 
the geographical distribution of cancers 
“clearly contain many clues to the 
causes and require detailed examin¬ 
ation.” 

He says that the good news from his 
work is that death from 15 types of 
cancer are reduced by high levels of 
selenium. 

“The most important and natural pro¬ 
tective element against cancer appears 
to be selenium.” 


“This study, for example, provides evi¬ 
dence that, in white m^es, selenium is 
associated with reduced mortality from 
at least 15 cancers.” 

“Selenium also appears to act as an 
important protective agent against five 
of the 10 most significant global 
cancers, namely those of the mouth, 
pharynx, esophagus, colon and rectum, 
and to lesser extent, the lungs.” 

He recommends, also, greater reduc¬ 
tions in mercury levels. 

The protective benefits of selenium are 
greatly reduced when mercury is also 
present, because it appears to interfere 
with the human body’s capacity to util¬ 
ize selenium, he explains. 

In contrast to selenium, other trace 
and bulk elements, such as calcium, 
iodine, phosphorus, potassium and 
sodium, appear to act as a two-edged 
sword, causing high levels of cancer in 
certain organs while preventing it in 
others, Foster says. 

The overall message, he says, is that 
you have to have diversity in sources of 
diet and drinking water. It is the imbal¬ 
anced situation, a steady use of only 
hard or soft drinking water, for example, 
that seems to promote the impact of 
carcinogens. 

Foster will deliver a public lecture, 
based on this study, at 3:30 p.m. on Mon¬ 
day, Oct. 6 in Seminar Room B145 of the 
Cornett Building.
